NEW YOHK, August 10 —About 2 o'clock 


this afternoon the residents in this vicinity 
were startled by a severe earthquake shock, 
lasting about ten seconds. At this hour (8 
p. m.) particulars have been received at the 
Western Union office here frpm the following 
points: the Atlantic Highlands near Sandy 
llook, Long Branch, Philadelphia, New 
Haveo, Boston, Elizabeth, Plalnheld, Spring 
Lake, Cot'«ge City, Martha's Vineyard, and 
Portland, Mains, At the last nauiel point It 
was slight Keports were also received from 
m«ny ot the sub-offices about New York.
